DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 1 1/27/2006. 

2. Claims 1,16, 22, and 28 were amended. Claims 7, 19, 25, and 31 were 
canceled. No claims were added. 

3. Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 18, 20 - 24, 26 - 30, and 32 - 33 are pending in this 
application. 

4. Finality of action dated December 26, 2006 has been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 18, 20 - 24, 26 - 30, and 32 - 33 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

MPEP 2106 IV. B.2. (b) 

A claim that requires one or more acts to be performed defines a process. 
However, not all processes are statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101. Schrader, 22 F.3d at 
296, 30 USPQ2d at 1460. To be statutory, a claimed computer-related process must 
either: (A) result in a physical transformation outside the computer for which a practical 
application in the technological arts is either disclosed in the specification or would have 
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been known to a skilled artisan, or (B) be limited to a practical application within the 
technological arts. 

3. Claims 1 - 6 t 8 - 18, 20 - 24, 26 - 30, and 32 - 33 in view of the above cited 
MPEP section, are not statutory because claims they merely recite computing steps 
without producing any concrete, useful result and tangible result and/or being limited to 
a practical application within the technological arts. 



Regarding independent claim 1, 11, 16, 22, and 28, the steps claimed in the 
method do not produce any tangible result (i.e. do not output any results), and hence 
non-statutory. 

Any claim not specifically addressed, above, is being rejected as incorporating 
the deficiencies of a claim upon which it depends.
